PYONGYANG MEETING OBSERVES OCTOBER RESISTANCE ANNIVERSARY 
SK2/1012 Pyongyang Domestic Service in Korean 0100 GMT 23 Oct 81 


[Text] A Pyongyang report meeting was held at the Moranbong Theater on the 
afternoon of 22 October to commemorate the second anniversary of the October 
resistance of South Korean students and people for democracy. 


Respectfully placed on the front wall of the meeting hall was a portrait of 
Comrade Kim Il-song, the great leader of our party and people. Posted in 

the meeting hall was the slogan: “Long live the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song 
and the glorious Korean Workers’ Party!" 


Participating in the meeting were Hong Ki-mun, vice chairman of the Committee for 
the Peaceful Reunification of the Fatherland; Chong Tu-hwan, Presidium member 

of the Central Committee of the Democratic Front for the Reunification of the 
Fatherland; Yom Kuk-yol, vice chairman of the Central Committee of the Korean 
Social Democratic Party; leading functionaries of public organizations; workers 
and students in the city. 


The meeting opened with the singing of the song of General Kim Il-song. 


Vice chairman Hong Ki-mun made a report. He said that the 1979 October resistance 
for democracy in Pusan and Masan, South Korea, was an eruption of the pent-up 
resentment and grievances of the people against the colonial fascist rule of 

the U.S. imperialists and the Pak Chong-hui puppet clique, their stooge, and a 
mass anti-imperialist, antifascist, democratic and nation-saving resistance 
against the cursed Yusin system and for the establishment of new democratic 
politics and order. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song has taught: Exploitation and repression 
evoke the people's resistance. It is natural for the South Korean people to 
struggle against the oppressors to achieve their freedom and liberation. 


The speaker said that the October democratic resistance of South Korean students 
and people was a natural product of the atrocious Yusin fascist rule. He went 
on to say that the heinous, tyrannous fascist rule by the Pak Chong-hui puppet 
clique, patronized by the U.S. imperialists, forced the South Korean people to 








experience immeasurable sufferings and disasters. He said that the puppet 
clique’s maneuvers for fascist tyranny and its antipopular and anticommunist 
rule evoked the hatred and enmity of the people, that the rancor and resentment 
of South Korean students and people developed into a mass riot touched off by 
the antigovernment struggle of the students of Pusan University on 

16 October 1979. This struggle quickly developed into a great democratic, 


nation-saving struggle, encompassing almost all areas of the Yongnam District, 
he said. 


He said that dashing to the street of resistance chanting the slogans “resign 
the dictatorial regime!’ "abrogate the Yusin constitution!’ "narrow the 

gap between the poor and the richf' The students and citizens of Pusan assaulted 
and destroyed public buildings and attacked the enemy, thus converting the 
whole of Pusan into a whirlpool of resistance. 


He went on to say that students and people rose in the struggle one after the 


other in Masan, Seoul, Kwangju, Taegu, Chonju, Chongju, Ulsan and other areas 
which seemed to spread throughout South Korea. 


With the fierce showdown between democracy and fascism, the Yusin system faced 

a crisis. It resembled a wall soaked in water. The colonial rule of the 

U.S. imperialists was on the verge of collapse. 

Pak Chong-hui, the ringleader of the notorious Yusin dictatorship, was killed 

by his confidant on 26 October 1979 when victory over dictatorship was near 

it hand. This was a stern punishment meted out by history to the Yusin dictator 
who, reigning over the South Korean people for many years, had resorted to 
fascist dictatorship and treacheries. 


This was a just trial by fellow countrymen against an incorrigible traitor who 
had commited indelible crimes against the people. 


The speaker said that the October resistance for democracy, with which South 
rean students and people displayed their heroic spirit, was of great signi- 

ticance. The October resistance for democracy, he noted, dealt a heavy blow 

it the colonial military fascist rule of the U.S. imperialists and their stooges 

in South Korea, totally paralyzed the pullet ruling system and opened an 

occasion for a new turn in the South Korean people's struggle against fascism 

ind for democracy. 


He said: Following the October resistance for democracy, the people's patriotic 
advance toward demanding the complete abrogation of the fascist Yusin system 

ind toward achieving democracy and peaceful reunification was rapidly stepped up 
in South Korea leading to the heroic uprising of the Kwangju citizens in May 1980, 
) months after the resistance which added the most shining chapter to the 
history of the modern struggle of the oriental people. 


He said: Through the October resistance for democracy, South Korean students and 
people vigorously demonstrated the heroic, unyielding fighting spirit cf the 
Korean people at home and abroad and brilliantly decorated the history of the 











anti-imperialist, antifascist and nation-saving struggle of the South Korean 
people for democracy and against foreign aggressors and their stooges. He 
continued: On the occasion of commemorati.z the second anniversary of the 
October resistance for democracy, I respectfully cherish the memory of the 
resistant warriors who were killed while courageously struggling on those 
unforgettable days in October to achieve freedom, democracy and the country's 
peaceful reunification and extend deep respect to their bereaved families 

and those who participated in the struggle. 


Saying that the October resistance for democracy afforded a valuable lesson to 
the history of the anti-imperialist, antifascist and nation-saving struggle of 
the South Korean people, he urged South Korean students and people to struggle 
continuously and thoroughly until they seize power so as to win victory in 

their struggle for democratization and against fascism. He also urged the 

primary masses, such as the workers and peasants, to actively join this struggle, 
perform their assigned duty, wage struggles in a systematic manner and closely 
combine this struggle with an anti-U.S. struggle. 


He said that although the October resistance for democracy failed to win final 
victory, South Korean students and people gained a precious experience through 
this struggle: If they unite firmly and rise in a mass struggle, they can 
readily smash any citadel of fascism. 


He said that two years after the October resistance for democracy, the desire 
of the South Korean people for freedom, democracy and the country's peaceful 
reunification has been violated more mercilessly than before and that they have 
been forced to experience additional cruel misfortunes and sufferings. 


He said that traitor Chon Tu-hwan--the outrageous fascist hangman who emerged 
as chieftain of the Yusin remnants with the support of the U.S. masters-—-in 
order to shore up the crumbling Yusin system and to realize his ambition to 
hold power, declared emergency martial law in all areas of South Korea, banned 
political activities in any form, including the activities of political parties 
and public organizations, indiscriminately arrested and imprisoned all of 

those who disagreed with him, and unhesitatingly committed frantic oppression 
and atrocities which were not even committed by the heinous former dictator. 


In particular, he said that the fascist military hooligans of South Korea 
surpassed all fascist dictators of the world in the bestiality and cruelty 
they showed during the atrocity of killing compatriots in Kwangju. 


Fearful of the youths and students, who are filled with a burning sense of 
justice, the Chon Tu-hwan clique is now concentrating on fascist campus 
repression and making last-ditch efforts to thwart the patriotic advance of 
the students, he said, and continued: Today, at colleyes and high schools in 
South Korea, students who participate in the struggle for democratization and 
others who disagree with the clique are expelled from school on unjustifiable 
pretexts. 


He said that the clique established a network of fascist oppression not only 
among students, but also among people of all strata such as workers, peasants, 
intellectuals and religious people and has put their every word and act under 
surveillance. It is arresting innocent people without justification and 
committing outrageous atrocities against then. 
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The unprecedented fascist repression being committed in South Korea is sustained 
by a military fascist system more atrocious than the former Yusin system, he 
said, and pointed out: The Chon Tu-hwan clique enacted various kinds of fascist 
evil laws or further intensified them while drastically bolstering the 
oppressive organizations and forces. By so doing, the clique has turned 

South Korea into a huge prison and a kingdom of fascist shackles. 


The speaker said: Today, in South Korea, people cannot express their opinion 
on democracy and peaceful reunification, nor can they discuss is candidly. 

In the midst of the continuing fear and terror, they are in a miserable 
situation in which they can only expect prison, the gallows and death. 


The fascist Chon Tu-hwan clique, which has brought everything in Scuth Korea 
under the fascist military dictatorial system, is fully subservient to the 
aggressive war policy of the U.S. imperialists and getting more feverish in 

) new war preparations against their compatriots, the speaker said and noted: 
Today, in South Korea, in accord with the criminal war policy against the 
northern half of the republic, the number of puppet troops has increased, 
the weaponry of the puppet forces is being further modernized, and the war 
industry and military facilities are being constantly bolstered and expanded. 


He pointed out that, because of the reckless military adventurism of the 
traitorous Chon Tu-hwan clique, a dangerous situation in which a full-scale 
war can break out at any time is being created in our country. 


fhe traitorous hon Tu-hwan clique is bringing the situation to the brink of 

war by further aggravating the tense situation. It is desperately obstructing 
the peaceful reunification of the country, the cherished desire of the nation, 
the speaker said, and added: Today, in South Korea, the anticommunist commotions 
aimed at promuting antagonism against the northern half of the republic are being 
intensified more than ever before and unification through annihilation of 
communists is openly urged. 


e speaker said: Traitor Chon Tu-hwan constantly harps on the proposal for 
mutual visits which has become a laughingstoc’ of the world and babbles about 
the so-called peaceful unification. But, this is nothing but a trick aimed 
at mcealing his divisive and belligerent nature and to realize his wicked 
bjectives to transform his poor image, sustain the crumbling fascist military 
regime and achieve the ambition for long-term power. 


Traitor Chon Tu-hwan is perhaps qualified to be a chieftain of murderers and 
military hooligans. However, under no circumstances can he become a person 

in supreme authority tn South Korea, the speaker pointed out. If we deal with 
him, the speaker noted, it would mean a betrayal of the patriotic Kwangju 
strugglers and other South Korean patriots and people whuw were relentlessly 
killed by him while struggling for democracy and reunification. It would also 
mean an insult to the democratic personages, youths and students who vere 
arrested and imprisoned by the fascist hangmen and are suffering in prison. 











The United States is to blame for the fact that the desire of the people for 
democracy and reunification is savagely trampled underf-ot and a tragic 
situation has been created in South Korea today, the speaker said, and 
continued: That a military hooligan such as Chon Tu-hwan--who was totally 
unknown to the people--could become a new fascist dictator overnight in 
South Korea, that he could mobilize the enormous troops under the ROK-U.S. 
combined forces command to bring the Kwangju popular uprising under control, 
and that he has put South Korea under an atrocious fascist military system 
to commit all kinds of crimes at his disposal--all this is unthinkable without 
U.S. manipulation and protection. 


Saying that the criminal atrocities of the fascist Chon Tu-hwan military clique 
are only arousing a stronger resistance of the South Korean people, he pointed 
out that the South Korean youths, students and people who eliminated the 
ringleaders of the Yusin dictatorship through the October resistance for 
democracy do not surrender to the relentless oppression but are fighting 
courageously by turning out in the patriotic struggle for democracy and peaceful 
reunification of the country. 


Availing himself of this occasion marking the second anniversary of the October 
resistance for democracy, he said that he sent, in the name of the people of the 
northern half of the republic, warm compatriotic support and encouragement to 
the South Korean youths, students and people waging the persistent struggle for 
democracy and peaceful reunification of the country in the midst of the 
relentless fascist oppressive rule of the Chon Tu-hwan clique. 


The courageous resistance which the South Korean people, youths and students 
carried out for democracy in October 2 years ago has not yet ended, the speaker 
said, and emphasized: The urgent desire of the fighters of the October 
resistance, who rose up for independence, democracy and reunification without 
fear of prison and the gallows, must be realized at an early date. 


He pointed out that, to have their noble desire realized, first of all, the 
present fascist military rule must be removed and the democratization of the 
society be achieved in South Korea. He said that in South Korea all fascist 
evil laws must be rescinded and all oppressive organizations liquidated, and 
that the democratic personages, including Kim Tae-chung and patriotic people 
who were unjustly arrested and sent to prison, must be released and free 
political activities of political parties, public organiztions and individual 
personages guaranteed. 


He said that traitor Chon Tu-hwan must step down at once from the power he 
‘llegally seized and the present military fascist regime must be replaced by 
a patriotic and democratic regime seeking democracy and the country's 
independent and peaceful reunification, 


Stressing that, in order for the defenseless people to win victory in the struggle 


against the armec military fascist clique, they should firmly unite and unfold 
a common struggle, the reporter said that South Korean people of all walks of 
life should completely eliminate the Chon Tu-hwan fascist clique by forming 
the united front of antifascism and democracy and by letting the entire land 
of South Korea seethe with the strong flames of resistance for antifascism 
and democracy. 





He said that the United States must refrain from obstructing the reunification 
of Korea, stop supporting the Chon Tu-hwan military fascism clique, the target 
of hatred of the South Korear. people, sincerely accept our just proposal for 
concluding a peace agreement and withdraw its troops and nuclear weapons from 
South Korea at the errliest possible date. 


He stressed: In order ic achieve the national desire for reunifying the father- 
land, the new proposal for founding a confederal state advanced by the great 
leader Comrade Kim [l-song should be realized. He continued: The proposal for 
founding the Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo [DCRK] put forward by the 
great leader Comrade Kim Il-song is a most reasonable reunification program 
elucidating the path by which the reunification problem of the country can be 
solved in conformity with the specific realities of our country. It is also a 
most just and fair reunification charter acceptable to anyone. Anyone who loves 
the country and the nation and who truly desires peaceful reunification must 
actively struggle to carry into practice the proposal for founding the DCRK 
advanced by the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song. 


He said: To realize the proposal for founding the DCRK at the earliest possible 
date, all Korean people must firmly unite under the banner of fatherland reuni- 
fication, transcending differences in ideologies, ideals, systems and political 
views. In order for the whole nation to firmly unite, representatives of 
political parties, groups and personages of all walks of life in the north, the 
south and overseas must have contact and dialogue. 


Saying that the situation today makes it urgent to arrange the venue of such a 
nationwide dialogue for reunification, a conference for the promotion of national 
reunification already proposed by us, he stressed: Representatives of political 
parties, groups and personages of all circles in the north, the south and 
overseas desirous of reunification should sit at one table for dialogue on 
reunification at an early date and seek a path to reunification together and take 
practical steps to implement it. 


He said: As long as all South Korean people, youths and students unanimously 
jemand democracy and peaceful reunification and all Korean people and peace- 
loving peoples of the world actively support and encourage the just and patriotic 
struggle of the South Korean people, the South Korean people's national salvation 
struggle against imperialism and fascism and for democracy will surely be victorious. 


Stressing that today the people of the northern half of the republic are faced with 
a sacred mission to implement the grandiose struggle program set forth by the 

Sixth KWP Congress ahead of schedule and to achieve the historic cause rf reunifying 
the country at the earliest possible date, the reporter said: We must first of all 
cherish infinite loyalty to the great leader and the party center and vigorously 
accelerate the cause of imbuing society with the chuche idea.

CHOE HONG-HUI PRESS CONFERENCE IN PYONCYANG

[Remarks by Choe Hong-hui, publisher of PAEDAL SINBO and president of the 
International Federation of Taekwondo, at press conference in Pyongyang on 
19 October--read by announcer] 


[Text] Speaking first at the press conference, Mr Choe Hong-hui said: Last 
vear I visited the homeland for the first time in several dozen years. My 
emotions at that time could hardly be expressed in writing. In away, it might 
have been natural for me to be surprised at the totally changed appearance 

of the homeland on my visit last year. However, on this visit I could only 
find the word “surprised” to describe the transformation made in only a year, 
not 10 years--a fleeting second when compared to the length of hunan history. 
We hear that the rivers and mountains change in 10 years, but I believe there 
is not a saying that the rivers and mountains change in one year. Nevertheless, 
this description, which we cannot find even in proverbs, is suitable for 
describing my homeland. 


He continued to relate his feeling about the visit to the homeland: I am convinced 
that this is a true world for people to live in. I have frequently heard overseas 
compatriots who had visited the homeland say that it is a paradise. Upon hearing 
such remarks, some people expressed doubts and asked how could they say such 

things about this country after superficially seeing it in less than one month, 
without ever having lived there. I ask these people: Should you slaughter al: 

the oxen in the world and taste them to know how beef tastes? You could know 

how beef tastes even after eating 4 kun of beef. And I advise them to visit 

the homeland if they are so doubtful about it. 


Indeed, my homeland is a cultured country where none worry about food, clothing 
and housing, all enjoy longevity in good health and none pay taxes. It suffers 
nothing by comparison with a utopia which human beings have longed for. 


It is very presumptuous of me, but I tried to find some of its weak points this 
time. However, I could not find a weak potnt in the homeland during my tour of 
every aspect and every area such as the capital and the districts, cities and 
rural communities, and agriculture and industry. The dzeper I understand the 
situation here, the more advantages and gratifying aspects of this society I 
find. This is my frank confession. 








The economic potential here simply surpasses my imagination. Constructed or 
under construction in Pyongyang during past year are the Grand People's Study 
Hall--one of the world's largest--the Mirim sluice gates, Changgwang Street, 
the Munsu Street, which itself looks like a city. Indeed, the homeland's 
economic power, which advances beyond recognition with creation and construc- 
tion every hour and every day, is great. 


While staying here I read a report about the decision to reclaim 300,000 hectares 
of tideland and acquire 200,000 hectares of new land, and construct the Nampo 
lockgate and the Taechon power station in a few years, and I am convinced that 

it will be carried into practice without fail. Such great works which subjugate 
nature to mankind and transform the nation's map cannot even be imagined without 
economic power. 


The strength of the unity of the whole nation is an unequalled, matchless 
strength without parallel in the world or in history. No big power can match 
such a country where the leader and the people are one in body and spirit 

and the will of the popular masses is unanimous; a country where not only the 
adults but also the children think and act as one, this is the source of 
powerful and most fundamental national strength. 


My homeland is a great country whici sitsends in the splotlight of the world. 
In a period of 20 days while I stayed in the homeland, three foreign state 
leaders visited this country and, shortly before I came here, a symposium 

on world food and agricultural production was hela here with attendance of 
delegations and delegates from 81 nations and 14 international organizations. 
And now delegations and delegates from some 100 countries are daily coming 
into our country to attend a congress of the homeland'’s vouth organization. 
Reviewing such phenomena, I realized that people from other countries coatinually 
come here to learn something from this country. Otherwise, why should they 
spend money to come to such a small country in the Far East. Indeed, my 
country abounds in things to learn fron and benefit by. 


.uis fatherland of mine, the cradle of the great chuche idea which is the guiding 
compass of the contemporary world, which liberated itself from the colonial 

yoke and won sovereignty and independence by itself and which today proudly 

ranks among the advanced countries of the world, is without a doubt the paragon 
for the small nations, the developing countries of the world, I believe. 


The amazing development of the fatherland and its high rrestige in the world 
today is thanks to the great President Kim Il-song. Nature is the same as it 
was and the people are the same as they were. And vet, how is it that this 
country, once backward and poor, has been able to reach the ranks of the 
advanced countries of the world by making such a surprising leap in onlv 

30 years? This is no doubt due to the greatness of the leader, I believe. 


If a family is to lead a happy life, the master of the family should play the 
role as the master. Likewise, the prestige and state affairs of a country 
are influenced by the leadership of the leader who governs the country.
